2. Claims 22, 25 and 28 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: Claims 22, 25 and 28 are allowable because the 
prior art of record (for instance Takahashi US 2004/0002185) does not disclose the 
claimed property "so as to cause a tensile strain in said channel, said tensile strain 
causing said increase in said carrier mobility" . In this case the applicant's method of 
forming the device creates the claimed physical properties "said second gate electrode 
having a third coefficient of thermal expansion, said third coefficient of thermal 
expansion being greater than said first coefficient of thermal expansion and said third 
coefficient of thermal expansion being less than said second coefficient of thermal 
expansion so as to cause a tensile strain in said channel, said tensile strain causing 
said increase in said carrier mobility. The prior art of record disclosed materials with 
thermal expansion coefficients as claimed but did not disclose that the structure 
possessed the properties "so as to cause a tensile strain in said channel, said tensile 
strain causing said increase in said carrier mobility" . In this case differences in 
processing between the invention and prior art is the cause of the claimed properties 
not disclosed in the prior art.
